SECTION  C - SANITARY  CIRCULlSTANGES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply  : - Eleven  Parishes  are  supplied  with  a piped 
supply  of  water,  chiefly  hy  statutory  water  undertakings  within 
whose  area  of  supply  the  Parishes  are  situate,  as  follows

Arrangements  have  heen  made  with  the  above 
Undertakings  from  time  to  time  for  extensions  of  their  existing 
mains  in  the  various  Parishes  where  necessary,  either  hy  way  of 
a guaranteed  annual  revenue  or  a lump  sum  payment  to?/ards  the  cost. 

Of  the  parishes  without  a piped  supply  of 
v/ater,  Durley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Southampton 
Corporation,  and  arrangements  have  been  considered  for  tne 
provision  of  a supply  at  an  estimated  capital  outlay  of  £7,479  to 
be  met  by  way  of  annual  guarantee. 


The  parish  of  Upham  is  \iltain  the  statutory 
area  of  supply  of  the  Gosport  Waterworks  Company,  and  negotiations 
are  taking  place  with  tne  Company. 

The  remaining  five  parishes  (Corhampton  and 
Meonstoke,  Exton,  Soberton  and  Warnford)  are  ¥/ithout  piped  water 
supplies,  v/ith  the  exception  of  Warnford  which  is  chiefly  supplied 
by  an  Estate  Supply.  The  need  for  a wholesome  and  adequate  water 

supply  is  recognised,  and  the  Council  is  pursuing  the  possibility  of 
providing  a supply  from  V/est  Meon,  but  have  not  lost  sight  of  the 
fact  that  these  areas  can  also  be  supplied  by  an  extension  of  the  mains 
of  the  Gosport  Waterv/orks  Company. 

The  major  supply  of  the  parisn  of  Southwick 
and  Widley  is  at  present  by  an  Estate  supply. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the 
Statutory  Undertakers,  and  copies  of  analysis  are  submitted  to  the 
Council.  In  each  case  the  results  are  vtry  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sev/age  There  ard  no  proper  sewers  or  sewag,e  disposal 

systems  in  the  District.  The  need,  however,  is  urgent  In  several 
large  and  populous  parishes,  namely.  Bishop's  Waltham,  Wickham  and 
Denmead.  Instructions  have  been  given  by  the  Council  to  their 
Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Lemon  & Blizzard,  to  prepare  schemes 
for  t4e  above  mentioned  Parishes  with  the  addition  of  Swanmore,  parts 
of  Shedfield,  Hambledon,  Southwick  and  the  Meon  Valley  Parishes, 


Certain  sewer  ditches  in  the  Parishes  of 
Bishop's  Waltham  and  Wickham  are  cleansed  periodically  by  the 
Council. 
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Public  Oleansinp:  : - 

In  the  parishes  of  Bishop's  Waltham  and  Shedfield 
the  collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  twice  weekly  and  v/eek^y 
in  the  parish  of  Wickham.  Additional  cesspools  are  emptied  on  request 
in  these  parishes,  the  whole  cost  being  a special  rate  in  the  parishes 
concerned.

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  in 
the  parishes  of  Bishop’s  yValtham,  Wickham  and  Shedfield,  and  during 
the  year  93sU02  dustbins  or  receptacles  have  been  emptied. 


It  Vifas  decided  to  extend  this  service  over  the  whole 
of  the  district  from  April  1st  1946  with  a fortnightly  collection  in 
the  case  of  Denmead  and  monthly  in  the  remaining  parishes,  the  cost 
being  ipcluded  in  the  General  Rate,  and  a new  Refuse  Freighter  was 
ordered  for  this  purpose  in  January.  Unfortunately,  the  delivery  date 
was  extended  again  and  again,  and  it  was  not  received  until  August. 

To  fill  the  gap  the  old  salvage  lorry  and  trailer  v/ere  used  for 
collecting  refuse,  although  the  first  two  months  were  occupied  in 
alearing  away  unsightly  dumps  of  rubbish  from  various  parts  of  the 
district. 

I estimate  that  I8726  dustbins  or  receptacles 
have  been  emptied  under  the  new  scheme  since  June  1st. 


Salvage 


During  the  war  years  the  collection  of  salvage  was 
undertaken  with  a staff  of  three  who  used  a 30  cwt.  lorry  and  trailer. 
Whilst  this  proved  self  supporting  during  the  war,  it  was  soon  apparent, 
after  hostilities  ceased;,  that  due  to  various  reasons  beyond  the  control 
of  the  Council,  the  scheme  ?ms  running  at  a loss.  I reported  that, 
in  my  opinion^  to  run  a salvage  scheme  economically  on  a peace-time 
basis,  it  was  necessary  for  the  collection  to  be  incorporated  with  the 
normal  collection  of  refuse,  and  this  was  done  commencing  April  l§t  1946.
